In this case, however, it is 
not a matter of criticism of slackness, 
for nothing of that sort is asserted to 
exist, mat is calle<! the "delay" in 
the placing ot orders Cor cars and 
locomotives is attributable to the au- 
thorities taking time for consideration 
as to certain details, and also to wish- 
ias to avoid tbe possibility of inter- 
fering with the shipbu.lding program. 


A considerable amount of time has 


been spent :n preparing standardized 
designs, for both cars and locomo- 
tives. There is sometliing so alluring 
about "standardization"' that it is apt 
to be sought when, it is not needed. 
The frankly given oi'inion of many 
experts is that, as applied to locomo- 
tives at least, the standardization con- 
templated does not constitute a good 
feature. 
The argument in us favor 


seems to be tiiat the standardized lo- 
comotives can travel anywhere and be 
more readily repaired than the vari- 
ous designs ELOTT in service once these 
latter travel 
off their own tracks. 


Many authorities, however, weigh tlie 
argument in the balance and find 11 
Tracntmg. As to expeciting the build- 
ing of locomotives, it is asserted by 
no less an authority t'lan the Railway ,
